Trustee James Schwefel acknowledged much of 
the criticism raised April 17. “If there were no 
collective bargaining, | would have to be against 
this proposal. | think we ultimately have to go 


along with what makes sound administrative sense. ‘ 


| support this plan.” 


Trustee Bryan commented, “It is pure power, 
pure control ‘Let's not kid ourselves.” 


Economics instructor. David Shipnuck — main- 
tained, “By promoting replacements internally to 
fill these Associate Deanships you will be 
deteriorating, the instructional system. If you do 
replace these teaching positions, it will cost more 
than your figures indicate.”

“There is no gas shortage!” yell back the ques- 
tioners. ; 

Ina manner of speaking, both are correct. 

There is a shortage. That is obviously so, in view 
of long lines at gas stations and petroleum pro- 
prietors who are forced by a deficit of gas to close 
up shop early in the evenings and on weekends. 

Why there is a gas shortage is another matter. 

Several years ago, the major oil companies used 
a gas shortage as an excuse to drill for oil in Alaska. 
Approval was granted by our government despite 
lobbying by environmentalists who feared that the 
Alaskan Pipeline would harm the environment. 

What the oil companies didn’t tell us then, was 
that the oil under the frozen terrain of Alaska 
would not be used to serve the needs of the United 
States. It was the wrong kind of oil. The Alaskan 
oil that was so desperately needed to stave off 
America’s energy crisis was being shipped to Japan. 

Recently, the Rockefellers and Company had 
decided to start shipping Alaskan oil to refineries 
in Southern California. However, when it became 
obvious that the Shah of Iran was in serious trouble 
and that a revolution was imminent, they cancelled 
the deal. 

So now we have a “‘gas shortage.” 

The oil companies don’t. 

The problem is that the oil companies are the 
ones who control the oil and if they want to hold 
back the gas while the general public, and espe- 
cially the proprietors of small service stations suf- 
fer, then it is unfortunately within their power to 
do so. And they are making a handsome profit at it. 

“Why doesn’t the government do something 
about it?” says the average person on the street. 

Let’s stop kidding ourselves. The government 
won’t do anything about it — except perhaps de- 
regulate the price of oil so that the oil corporations 
will get more profit.

Review: Recital goes well despite setbacks

It seems odd that the supposed gas shortage 
should affect Hartnell’s Faculty Recital, heard 
April 29 at 2 p.m. in the choral room. 

However, instead of the five scheduled 
performances, the assembled audience of 40 heard 
three. Thomas McGrath, a percussionist slated to 
perform what sounded like an intriguing trio of 
timpani designs, was stranded in San Jose: out of 


gas. 

Another performer, violinist Owen Dunsford, 
had surgery earlier in the week and was unable to 
perform. . 

-Despite the absence of two-fifths of the 
program, the audience was treated to.a smooth 
performance by some very polished musicians. 

The 45-minute program was begun by cellist Sue 
Marquez and Lynn Jemison, a. very talented 
harpsichord player. The couple played with 
finesse, displaying a professional stage presence. In 
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the “Pieces en Concert” both musicians were 
shown off to a good advantage; both exhibited a 
beautiful ‘interpretation of the . five-movement 
piece. Ms. Marquez showed a smooth, flowing 
style and a quite beautiful technique. Ms. Jemison 
displayed a calm professionalism, and a skilled 
mastery of an antique instrument. 

The transition between movements was very 
flowing, and the performance opened the program 
with a decided plus. 

Ms. Jemison joined bassoonist Ronald Bobb in 
the “Sonata No. 5, for Bassoon.” Again, Ms. Jem- 
ison showed a unique mastery of the harpsichord, 
accompanying Bobb. The bassoon, one of the most 
difficult reed instruments, was played with deep 
concentration by. Bobb: His crossed ankles and 
shifting in his chair indicated a certain nervousness. 
Despite a few miscues, Bobb showed good tone 
quality with easy. transition between octaves. He 
might have befiefited from a little more self-

Hartnell freshman sprints 
towards world record

“My goal is to break the world’s 
record,” says 23 year-old, Hartnell 
super track star Phil Trask. 

In an interview, after a little dis- 
cussion and a lot of thought Trask 
added that his goal is ‘‘to attain my 
potential.’ 

Trask, a transplanted Ohioan, 
began running in the sixth grade. 
After high school he moved to 
Knoxville, Tenn., to try his luck with 
the Knoxville Track Club. He 
competed in Amatuer Athletic Union 
meets at various places in the U.S. 
and has gone as far as the semi-finals 
of the Olympic time trials in 1976. 

Today, .Trask is running for 
Hartnell, his favorite race being the 
100 meters. . Recently he. broke 
Hartnell’s .oldest record when he 
destroyed Hal Davis’ 1941 time of 9.4 
in the 100-yard dash, by one-tenth of 
a second. 

Currently rated as the fastest 
sprinter in the nation at the 
community college level Trask has 
already qualified for the 1980 
Olympic time trials with his 10.2 time 
in the 100 meters. 

When asked how it felt to run the 
100 meters in 10.2 he replied, “It felt 
slow. There’s a lot of room for 
improvement.” 

For someone who is only .25 of a 
second off the current world’s record, 
Trask is not cocky, nor does he brag 
about his accomplishments. He _ is 


interesting, unassuming and_ very 
confident in his abilities. 
Trask describes himself as a 


technical runner. “I rely on a lot of 
leg speed. | work on technique alot.” 
He says he was more of a quarter- 
miler but won’t go back to the quarter 
mile until he has reached his: goals in 
the 100 meters. 


He is acutely aware of the kind of - 
training he must go through in order 
to attain the goals he has set. For this 
season he started training in July: In 
the early training stages he ran longer 
distances to build up strength and 
endurance; then he shortened the 
distances to build up speed. Trask 
feels this training will give him the 
endurance he needs and will also help 
him peak during the important 
meets. 

Aside from the time he puts into 
‘track, Trask works part-time while 
majoring in geology. He has little 
time for outside activities and 
explains that, “for every hour of 
practice there are two hours of 
mental preparation.” 

Not always busy, he has a cat that, 
by mere coincidence, is named 
Panther. 

“The main secret in my success is 
my confidence,” says .Trask. 
“Through confidence and training I'll 
achieve my goal.” 


Success can be a psychological 
wonder-drug but it can also breed 
pressure. Amazingly enough, Trask 
says assuringly, “I: don’t feel the 
pressure at all.” 

One reason he doesn’t feel pressure 
is because of his confidence. Another 
reason is that he knows he can’t let 
pressure be one of the barriers that 
keeps him from doing his best. “There 
‘are no barriers to achieving goals,” 
he comments. 

After the National AAU outdoor 
meet Trask hopes to make the U.S. 
team that is going to Europe and 
then, if possible, to the Pan American 
games. 

Next year Trask will be back at 
Hartnell, and who knows what he 
may have achieved by then.

Acid spill causes

A Hartnell classified employee was 
hospitalized briefly Tuesday after- 
noon following a 1:20 p.m. chemical 
accident at the college warehouse. 

Spilled were the highly corrosive 
chemicals sulfuric and nitric acid, 
used in campus science labs. When 
mixed, the two give off fumes which 
can be lethal. 

David Gee, ‘warehouse manager, 
received oxygen inhalation treatment 
at the hospital after experiencing 
chest pains. Gee said, ‘‘When those 
two started mixing, | took a breath 
and got about a half a lung full of 
that smoke. But 1 held my breath 
until | could get far enough away 
from the chemicals to exhale, and 
then | took a few deep breaths.” Gee 
said Wednesday, “I feel fine now.” 

As for the accident, “| was in the 
process of pulling a pallet out of a 
van,” said Gee. “I had a nylon rope 


. tied to the pallet and to the forklift

and-I was backing up in the forklift. 
When | stopped, there was just 
enough tension on the rope so that 
the pallet kept moving forward, past 
the balance point.” 

Fourteen gallons of the acids were 
spilled. Total damages are estimated 
at $675. 

_The Salinas Fire Department and 
the Environmental Protection Agency 
responded to the accident, using 
lime, sand and soda ash to neutralize 
the acids. According to Gee, the 
neutralized acids were scheduled to 
be dropped at a North Monterey 
County chemical dump site. 

Fire Station 1 Lieutenant Larry Jo- - 
hansen said Hartnell had never had a 
chemical accident to his knowledge, 
“at least not in the last 13 years.” 

The Salinas Flight Service Station 
estimated wind speed at the time of 
the accident at 14-m.p.h. According 
to George Sakasegawa, lab techni- 
cian in the science department, the 
chemicals are diluted to a harmless 
stage by the wind.
